SCIENTISTS ADVOCATE ZEST FOR LIVING 


Brussels (Reuter). "Puritanical health fanatics" are spoiling the zest for living 
and enjoyment of life of many people, according to an account given by a 
group of scientists. A spokesman for Arise, a learned association, stated on 
Friday in Brussels that coffee, tea, alcohol, cigarettes and chocolate topped 
the list of products used for combating stress. However there were puritanical 
movements against these products. The public was being misled by 
"politically motivated" campaigns in regard to the effects of alcohol and 
nicotine. "People should be allowed a moderate amount of pleasure in life", 
the spokesman said. 

According to a poll carried out for Arise, 74 percent of Europeans drink 
coffee, 59 percent take alcohol, 33 percent smoke, 54 percent drink tea, and 
58 percent eat chocolate. All of these five products therefore play a major 
role in people's lives, the learned association concludes.
